S an F r a n c isc o, -June 11th.—A meeting of 
the San Franci.-cn Socialista, numbering 
about 500. was held at the sand lot this even­ 
ing, Frank l’ooney. formerly prominent in 
the V .

1'he object of the. 
meeting was to ex!c:..l aid and comfort to the 
Mussel Slough settlers in ihcir struggle with 
the railroad company. Mr. Chivera, one of 
ths settlers,’was present, and presented their 
case, saying that the settlers would make no 
further compromise with the company, but 
woo’d carry out the contest to the er.d. J. 
P. Haggerty, a red-hot Socialist of this city, 
made a fiery speech, full of blood and thunder, 
and read a aeries t f re» lutions, to the effect 
that the Socialistic Labor party is in sym­ 
pathy with all efforts to secure the inalien­ 
able rights of all uien to the elements of 
natural wealth aud the product of their

H e a v y L a n d S l i d e . — The following is 
from the Yr. ka Journal of June 5th : 
At the Star of the West quartz mine on 
Salmon river, near the Klamath mine, a 
large slide of some two acres of ground 
came tearing down the mountain last Sat­ 
urday, May 29th, at about 5 o'clock p. m. 
The workmen were about changing shift, 
when the mill stopped, by reason of the 
water being choked ¡n the mill-race or 
flume, as often occurs by the snow falling 
into the water. 
They usually wait about 
half an hour, as the water works through 
the snow iu less than that time to start tho 
mill again. 
The water not coming in tl.o 
tiige stated, one of the men, J. J. Curran, 
proceeded up to the ditch, to see what 
caused the stoppage, aud while ascending 
the mountain saw the slide coming. 
He 
immediately hurried back and gave the 
alarm to Sheffield and others about the 
mill, all of whom soon got out of the route 
of tiie approaching slide. 
The ground had 
been loose and cracked for a couple of 
years, but the men at the mill and niiue 
expected it would come down no further 
thin a large flat above the mill. 
The 
slide traveled over this flat with great 
speed, and snapped oil’ trees four feet in 
diameter* like pipe-stems. 
It carried a 
large log, four feet thick in front, like a 
battering-ram, which went through the 
quartz mill, followed by the slide, crushing 
aud grinding the mill and machinery into 
atoms, leaving pieces of it strewed along 
the hill all the way down to Eddy’s gulch, 
at the foot. 
Of course the mill is a total 
loss, requiring the building of a new one, 
aud the damage to the owners in destroying 
the mill and injuring the ditch will ex­ 
ceed $4,000. 
Tlic company had thirteen 
men at work, and had just commenced 
running the mill for the season, with a 
good supply of water and a large stock 
of quartz 
on 
hand. 
The 
mine was 
not damaged to any extent, but the owners 
shut down on taking out quartz, since thuy 
had no mill to crush it.

CLEAN THE WHEAT 


But few California wheat farmers realize 
the damage they are doing to the reputation 
of California wheat both at home and abroad 
by putting that wheat into market in an un­ 
marketable condition. 
A short time since 
we called special attention to the presence of 
grit and gravel in much of the wheat from 
those sections of the State where the custom 
is to cut the wheat with headers, dumping 
the headed grain in low piles «1 the ground 
till a convenient time for thrashing, and then 
moving the same to the mouth of the ma­ 
chine by the use of the horse fork and self­ 
feeder. This mode of harvesting and thrash- 
ii:g has become popular, from the fact that 
S ' large a part of the work is done with ma­ 
chinery so rapidly and so cheaply, and the 
annoyance of uncertainty and unreliability of 
harvest hands is in a measure at the same 
time removed. But farmers must remember 
that they are producing wheat to sell, and 
that unless they put upon the market a mar­ 
ketable article there will soon cease to be a 
paying demand for their product. There is 
no economy in reducing the cost of produc­ 
tion at the expense of quality, foils wed by a 
consequent greater reduction in the market 
value. There is no profit in saving one cent 
a bushel in the harvesting of wheat, and 
losing two cents a bushel on the sale of it in 
consequence of the greater amount of grit, 
gravel and other foul stuff being introduced 
into and left in the grain by the cheaper 
mode of harvesting. Farmers must realize 
that the only wheat buyers iu this State are 
the millers, who buy wheat to grind and 
make into flour for home consumption and 
for consumption abroad, and dealers who buy 
wheat to export to be converted into flour by 
foreign millers for 
foreign consumption. 
That ail the wheat sold comes at last to the 
critical inspection and rejection or approval of 
the practical, interested and close-calculating 
miller who has to make it into flour for the 
profit there is to be made in the operation. 
That whatever damage the miller thinks will 
be done to his bur-stones by the grit and 
gravel in the wheat ; whatever shrinkage he 
estimates will be caused by cleaning out the 
foul stuff, and, in addition, the expense of 
cleaning, must be deducted from the price to 
be paid by him for the wheat. Farmers 
should realize also that for self-protection 
every miller is bound to leave a wide margin 
in his own favor and against the seller in 
making these calculations. Sound and safe 
business principles not only justify but make 
it necessary for him to do so. Farmers have 
of late had considerable to say against com­ 
mission merchants or middlemen, but all the 
wheat exported necessarily goes through a 
number of hands before it leaves the Golden 
Gate, and a number more before it reaches 
the mill of the foreign miiler, and each one, 
to save himself, in addition to his legitimate 
profits for ordinary risks, etc., must keep a 
special margin for the damage and shrinkage 
in the hands of the miller, in consequence of 
foreign material in the wheat. This margin 
all comes out of the producer, and the origi­ 
nal purchaser of him is hound to see that it 
is large enough to protect not only himself, 
but all who stand between the producer and 
tire miller. Hence it is that we appeal to the 
wheat farmers to clean their wheat, for their 
own protection, for their own interest, to 
' enlarge their own legitimate profits ; that we 
a k them to see to it that no stones, or clods, 
or grit of any kind is intioduced into the 
wheat by their derrick-fork, in gathering up 
and carrying the straw to the thrasher, or by 
the shovel, rake, pitchfork or anything else 
used iu cleaning up and running through the 
bottom of the stack; and that all oats, bar­ 
ley, cheat, chaff, weed-secd, and everything 
else that will damage the looks of or lessen 
the real flour-making value of the wheat, is 
removed from it before it is offered for sale, 
tjuch wheat will be in demand and will com­ 
mand its full value. Every buyer who sees it 
will want it, because he knows “ it’s a3 good 
as gold.” There are no discounts, no mar­ 
gins to come out of it for damage to stones or 
shrinkage from any othpr cause. Millers at 
1: mie and abroad will prefer to pay a premi­ 
um on such wheat than to have wheat full of 
¡ and foul with weed seed given to them 
_>r the grinding. The time was, before it 
came fashionable to fill our wheat with 
>ues and to put it on the market with from 
en to twenty per cent, of foul stuff in it, 
lat California wheat commanded in the Eu­ 
r ¡pean markets a higher price than any other 
wheat in the world; but of late years we 
have been gradually losing ground in those 
markets, till now our wheat is quoted below 


that California wheat is losing caste in Euro­ 
pean markets and among European millers? 
4 t whose doors does the cause of this falling 
down in quality and prices lie, and upon 
whom will the loss fall? 
On the other 
hand, who has control of the remedy, 
and how can the lost ground be regained? 
Let each 
wheat 
farmer 
decide these 
questions 
for 
Iffroselt, 
and 
determine 
his own course in the premises. 
California 
seems te have been especially negligent and 
exceptionally unfortunate in the matter of her 
wheat, and this has probably arisen from the 
fact of the former high reputation of thij 
grain. 
Even our sister State of Oregon 
refers to the dirty condition of California in 
order to induce her farmers to keep up the 
standard of their own product. The Board 
of Trade of Portland lately passed some res- 
lutions in which they say that the wheat crop 
of that State for 1879 was sent to England in 
so bad a condition that it only realized prices 
scarab/ equal to California wheat. Tea years 
ago Californians would have re-.ented this ex­ 
pression, but to-day we are compelled to sub­ 
mit to and thus admit its force. But from 
the 
same 
source 
we 
leara that the 
same 
Board 
in 
1878 
gave 
notice 
that shippers would not receive or place on 
shipboard at Portland any wheat which was 
not clean, pure, merchantable wheat, a regu­ 
lation which was strictly carried into effect, 
and as a result the Board say it has been of 
immense advantage to the farmer and pro­ 
ducer, because in consequence thereof Ore­ 
gon wheat has advanced from 5 to 7J cents 
a cental more than California wheat in 
Europe. Encouraged by this result of their 
former action, the Board at their last meeting 
determined: “ First, not to receive any 
shelled, smutty, weeviled, damp or musty 
wheat, but to r. ject all such ; and all wheat 
in foul condition will be cleaned at expense 
of sender. Second, that any unsound, torn 
or badly-stained sacks received in Portland 
are to be replaced with good new sacks at 
sendera’ expense, including labor.” 
Had 
the San Francisco Board of Trade takeu 
action similar to the above ten years ago, we 
have no doubt it would have saved California 
wheat the reputation it has now lost, and 
would have saved to the wheat fanners of the 
State millions of dollars. But it is never too 
late to do good, and we learn with satisfac­ 
tion that a public meeting has been called by 
the San Francisco Produce Exchange, to take 
into consideration the best means of improv­ 
ing the quality, condition and cleanliness of 
wheaf, and the best method of reaching agri­ 
culturists on the subiect.

below a 
paying rate to the producers. 
Has it come to this, that California wheat, 
eveu in our own State, has so poor a reputa­ 
tion that the 
producers have to accept 
chicken feed prices for it ? And this because 
when they can as well as not keep the gravel, 
and take the chiekeu-feed out of it? A 
prominent grain dealer and wheat expiyter 
of Stockton, San Joaquin county, has just 
returned from an extended trip of observa­ 
tion through Europe. He went there to 
study the grain markets and milling business, 
with especial reference to California wheat. 
He met the inquiry everywhere : “ What is 
the matter with your California wheat ? " A 
French miller and grain-merchant who con­ 
trols a large number of flouring-mills at 
Havre and other places in France, said to 
him : “ Mr. Bostwick, your California wheat 
is becoming very dirty ; it is full of foul stuff 
and little gravel, that damage me very 
much. It is ruining my miffs.” He then 
took 
him 
into one 
of 
bis 
ware­ 
houses, 
in 
which he 
had 
just 
un­ 
loaded a cargo of California wheat and showed 
him the bins. Mr. B. says, instead of emo­ 
tions of pride at the sight of his 'State's 
chief agricultural product, he was actually 
ashamed to be told that this wheat was from 
the Golden State of the Pacific. 
The sur­ 
face of every bin was 
a sheet of oats, barley, 
broken straw, wheat chaff and 
weed seed, 
and pretty evenly mixed through the whole 
was more or less gravel. Is it any wonder 


We are having an unusual amount of north 
wind this season, and while it has not .yet 
been of that very warm drying character 
which we have experienced some seasons, 
nevertheless we are satisfied that great dam­ 
age has already been done to the wheat crop. 
Iu most, if not all, sections the early-sown 
grain on summer-fallowed lands has suffered 
most. This grain was very generally just iu 
the stage most vulnerable to the baneful in­ 
fluences of there winds—going out of the 
blossom and beginning to form the berry— 
when tlic north winds of two weeks ago com­ 
menced. The winds being cool and the grain 
being full of vigorous sap, farmers generally 
hoped and believed but little injury was done 
by that wind, but we are convinced if they 
have not already discovered their mis­ 
take 
they 
can 
easily 
do" so 
by

close Examination of 
the wheat heads. 
The prospects at that time were good for one 
of the heaviest yields of wheat the State had 
ever produced. The straw was heavy, strong 
and thick on the ground, and the hea's or 
ears were long an¡i well developed, promising 
almost uniformly three and four kernels in 
each glume or set of blossoms alternating on 
opposite sides of the spikelet or head. Had 
there been no north wind to interfere with 
the prospect at that time, we have but little 
doubt that the average crop of the State 
would have reached thirty and possibly forty 
bushels to the acre. But a few days blasted 
this prospect, and the frequent winds since 
are doing their work more effectually than 
eveu farmera generally are aware of. If they 
will now go into their best-appearing wheat 
fields and examine the heads carefully, they 
will 
find 
that, 
though 
they 
have 
the 
appearance 
of 
being 
well 
filled, 
but very few have more than, two kernels, 
when there are husks or glumes for four, 
thus iu a single change not noticeable to the 
casual observer reducing the prospect of the 
crop fifty per cent. We are now speaking of 
those fields and spots that stiff retain the 
best appearance and pre-cut the meat favor­ 
able prospect. The early and most prom­ 
ising wheat in nearly every section of the 
State has been rendered more or le-s spotted 
and sheathed. Those spots and streaks that 
promised best as a rule have been the most 
injured. This is the result not, as many im­ 
agine, of different tenqieratnre in different 
streaks of the wind, but of different qualities 
and different conditions of the soil. Wheat 
on alkali spots as a rule has suffered more 
than that on soil adjoining that li3S no alkali 
in 
it. 
Sometimes 
the same 
quality 
iti the same field, but in different condition 
from some artificial came, has the wheat 
mu.h more injured upon i. than the eoil im­ 
mediately ad j-ining. Strips of wheat not to 
exceed two Let wide and running the whole 
length of the field may' be seen completely 
ruined—the straw and heads having no life 
in them, and having a dead white color. 
This has not been caused by any difference in 
the character or quality of the soil or streaks 
in the wind, but in the peculiar condi:ion of 
the soil, which has produced a different state 
or condition of the grain at the time the 
north wind struck it. For instance, this 
strip, if examined, may be found to be where 
the land was struck cut in plowing, and two 
furrows may have been thrown together— 
called back-furrowing—and, being a little 
higher and looser, became warmer and 
brought the grain forward q little faster 
and happened to be iu the exact condition to 
be most injured. We know from experience 
that it is an unpleasant thing to do, but if 
farmers would know the worst, the actual 
condition of their wheat and their real finan­ 
cial prospects, they had better go into their 
wheat-fields and examine the heads of wheat 
in all the differently appearing spots and 
strips, and base their calculations upon what 
such examinations reveal.

The pi rati s then separate, Fred, 
eriek going with his Mabel and her father, 
aud thus endeth the first act; the young 
ladies scaling the rocks with their father, 
waving an adieu to the pirates, who in­ 
dulge in a wild dance of exultation at the 
triumph of their guiding principles. 
The second act is ushered iu with a 
graceful 
orchestral 
introduction. 
The 
scene is laid in the ruins of a chapel in 
bright moonlight. 
The twenty-two daugh­ 
ters are assembled around their father and 
sing. 
He is disconsolate at deceiving the 
pirates. 
His conscience troubles him, and 
lie thinks he has cast a slur upon the 
scutcheon of his ancestors.

What a Correopcndeiit Has id Say Con­ 
cerning the New Gold Mines. 
[The following letter dated Yale, B. t’., 
May '20, 1880, is from a former resident of 
El Dorado county.] 
Well, after a pleasant railroad trip from 
Sacramento to San Francisco, and then a 
tine ocean voyage to Victoria, B. C., and 
brill another journey on steamer up the 
Frazer river, I lind myself at the head of 
navigation on Frazer river, at the little 
mountain town of Yale. 
At Victoria and 
while coming up the river, and during my 
brief stay of a few day s here, I have tried 
to get at the facts about the famous Skagit 
mines. 
I find men here who have claims on that 
and several other streams that are tribu­ 
taries to it, and uot one of these men 
speaks very confidently of the mines. Yes­ 
terday two men came from there. 
In con­ 
versation with them last night they said 
that uo work could be done there now as 
there was plenty of snow on the ground 
yet and the water was getting higher every 
day. 
As to the richness ol 
the mines 
they could say nothing, as only a little 
gold had been taken out. 
Both of these 
men went to Work on the railroad to-day 
fur Onderdonk at ?1 76 per day, aud, 1 
presume, had uo money. 
Our steamer brought quite a number of 
men from California that took the Fort 
Hope trail for Skagit, so you see they 
are going in and coming out." 
In the mad excitement to locate claims 
some of the ground has been doubled and 
trebled with stakes^ some staking last fall 
while the ground was hare, aud then later 
on the snow, and now in some cases staked 
by new comers, w ho find, as the snow set­ 
tles, the stakes stij by the earlier pros­ 
pectors. 
There is gold on Skagit river without 
doubt; also on many other streams near it. 
But men who arc familiar with this section 
of country, and have lived here since I860, 
tell me they don't think the mines justify 
a great rush or excitement. 
Still men 
are coming daily, some from Oregon and 
some from California, who seem to think 
the fortunes of ’49 may be found on Skagit 
this summer, while the men who are lies" 
posted are earning their bread among the 
nulls aud logging camps on Puget Sound, 
and atanyotlii-r labor that can be obtained, 
waiting for summer. 
Tne fact is, Skagit 
lias a much better reputation in California 
than in British Columbia. 
I presume that 
after the middle or perhaps the first of 
August all these mountain ¡trcams will ad­ 
mit of miners working for the precious 
gold on their banks. 
But for any oue to 
come to the mines at present with the an­ 
ticipation of getting gold is the worst kind 
of folly. 
1 am satisfied that when the 
water subsides diggings that will pay $5 
per day with rockers can be obtained. But 
I cannot hear ot big bonanzas being the 
expectation of men well acquainted with 
Skagit river. 
Cariboo miners are leaving 
daily for the north. 
This whole section 
has awakened, alter a long, hard winter, 
into spring life and the sunshine of hope. 
Hugo banks of snow greet the eye on 
every mountain side, and the waters make 
music, as they cqnie tumbling down the 
steepest of steep mountains and arc lost in 
tiie madly turbulent water of Frazer river. 
As to the cost of getting to the mines the 
steamers leave San Francisco on the 10th, 
20th ami 30th of each month for Victoria. 
The fare is S¡20 cabin, and 810 second 
class. 
Much complaint existed among the 
steerage passengers on our 3teamer at tho 
fare furnished. 
The ocean trip to Victoria 
takes seventy-two hours. 
On the day fol­ 
lowing the landing of the boats river 
steamers leave for this place, stopping 
over night at New Westminster. 
This 
is 
a 
line 
quiet 
town 
on 
Frazer 
river-, of perhaps twelve hundred inhabit­ 
ants, and about eighty miles from Victoria 
—fare, two dollars. 
This does not include 
meals. 
K xt day light draught steamers 
start up the river, and seem to work hard 
as they breast the boiling current of this 
mountainous stream. 
The steamer puts 
out her ropes at dark, and they are t.ied 
to trees on shore over night. 
Next day 
at early dawn we swing out into the seeth­ 
ing waters, aud passing Fort Hope1, where 
the Skagit trail strikes tiie river (the mines 
are CO miles from Hope, and snow on the 
trail, otherwise the trail is called good.) we 
arrive at Yaie in tho afternoon, fare 83. 
aud a most interesting voyage we havs had. 
The grand old mountains almost surpass 
themselves in beautiful and ever-changing 
scenery ail along tiie Frazer from New 
Westminster to Yale. 
There are perhaps 150 white men and 
50 Chinamen working on the railroad, 
Work has been started on two of the 30 
tunuels that mu-t be made along Frazer 
river in the pas3 from Yale to the open 
country beyond. 
Much cofhplaint exi-ts 
at the small 
wages offered 
by 
Mr. 
Onderdonk—S! 50 per day, and §4 per 
week to be paid for board, is too small pay. 
Several men get 81 75 per day. 
Oue gang 
of Chinamen started to work at §24 per 
month, and worked one day, then struck 
for §26. which was granted them. No sub­ 
contracts are let. 
I think the road will lie 
built mostly by Chinamen, if they can be 
obtained. 
Almost all the white men say 
that when the water will permit they in­ 
tend going into the mines. 
Four thousand 
men, it is said, are needed to work on 
this railroad, and 
five years 
will be 
required for its completion of one hundred 
aud thirty miles. 
The steel rails have laid 
on the bank of the river for some four or 
five years. 
Large piies of them can be 
seen from my window, 
l’iles of wheel­ 
barrows and other railroad making imple-« 
raeuts are all about the town. 
Work has 
begun in earnest, and I suppose British 
gold is ready to pay for the same. 
Mer­ 
chants, hotel-keepers and 
saloon 
men 
smile to see the railroad boom, while I 
drop my pen after uttering the shibboleth 
of the region, 
S kagit.

lCxposes only two portraits. 
After all an 
artist requires a little over a year’s repose 
after the completion of a picture such as 
he exposed at the salon last year. 
“ Di­ 
anne Surprise au Bain ” was really mag­ 
nificent—the first large painting composed 
of many figures this artist had ever under­ 
taken, for his specialty is the nude ; how­ 
ever, in this subject he had ample oppor­ 
tunity of exercising his remarkable taleut, 
for Dianne bathing in a mountain stream, 
w ith a whole host of nymphs partaking of 
the same exercise, was not supposed to he 
embarrassed w ith surplus clothing. 
How­ 
ever, the fair huntress, on perceiving the 
presence 
of 
intruders, had 
paitially 
covered herself, while her nymphs were 
rolling themselves up in towels, hunting 
arrows anil grape leaves. 
W hat a gorgeous 
array of beauty ! 
It is now a year since I 
have seen the picture but it is still vividly 
before me, aud never can I forget the 
marvelous head of the goddess, expressive 
of immortal indignation. 
I t was at first 
proposed to award M. Lefcvre the medal of 
honor for this picture, but a law prohibit­ 
ing the voting of prizes to any of the mem- 
beia of the jury placed M. Lefevre outside 
of the question, and the medal of honor 
was given to Carolus Duran. 
A fter all

Carolus Duran deserved it more than any 
one else, members of the jury included. 
Carolus Duran has- two portraits at the 
salon, one his own child—in fact, all of his 
numerous children appear at the salon suc­ 
cessively.

h rse wagon filled wi . leaves and flowers 
of plants, such as serve ¡or the making of 
oil or other purposes ; a man walks beside 
the wagon, with a whip in hand, and seems 
as little disposed to hasten his steps under 
the warm sun as the horses themselves.

eaten. 
He testified th at the bed-bugs 
preyed upon him worse than a guilty con­ 
science, ?ad he could not sleep. 
The jury 
gave the landlord a verdict for half the 
amount claimed. 
Mr. Bishop argued that 
the instructions were erroneous and the 
verdict ought to be set aside. 
He cited 
a 
number of 
English 
authorities 
in 
support 
of 
his 
motion, 
and 
oue 
or 
two of them seemed exactly in point. The 
law, as laid down on the other side of the 
w ater,is th at when am an rents a furnished 
room the landlord guarantees th at it is 
habitable and wholesome. 
If his slumbers 
are disturbed by bed-bugs, he has the right 
to abandon the premises w ithout notice, 
and is not hound to pay any rent for the 
time he has tarried. 
A case was cited in 
which the witness gave full details of the 
manners and habits of English bed-bugs, 
which are supposed to belong to the same 
breed as the American insect. 
It seems 
that the bed-bug has eyes, but shuns the 
light. 
He frequents cracks and crevices 
in the bedstead, the floor, the ceiling, the 
walls, and ensconces himself in the seams 
of sheets and pillow-slips, where he patient­ 
ly waits from dewy mom till eve, and when 
the lodger retires tor the night he sallies 
forth, armed with the weapons supplied by 
nature, and drinks the blood of hia uncon­ 
scious victim. 
An English expert stated 
th at it was very difficult to exterminate a 
colony of these insects. 
Scalding them 
only causes them to increase and multiply, 
and crushing them facilitates the hatching 
of the eggs. 
The only eff«?tual remedy is 
poison ; by tbe use of a mixture sold by 
the druggists, a settlem eut of bed-bugs 
may be strangled in a couple of days ; but 
they will come again, as they migrate in 
families, going from boarding-house 
to 
boarding-house, and generally selecting the 
best. 
These and other facts were urged 
upon the attention of the Court by Mr. 
Bishop, who also claimed th at his client 
had never agreed to take the room for a 
month, but merely on trial.

tiis tlie ease beautifully; in fact as com­ 
pletely as if it had been mude for him, or 
ho for it. 
And as tho Democratic papers 
m the event of his nomination Rro to use 
tho “ fraud” cry in the cam piign.it is 
clear that be is the rr.an of all men to fill 
the bill, since he knows all about “ fraud,” 
having tried to steal the Presidency, and 
having been found out. 
If Mr. Tilden is 
backed up by some representative Southern 
bulldozer, the tickot will be complete and 
inapproachable, and the Democracy will 
then have the piratical satisfaction of be­ 
ing sent to the bottom with the black flag 
flying at its mast head.

PERPLEXED FRENCHMEN. 


The French 
Republicans were very 
much pleased with the nomination of 
Garfield, when they learned who and what 
he was, but they were sorely puzzled by 
his sudden appearance in the van of the 
fight at Chicago, and they could not be got 
to understand that mystery of American 
politics iu accordance with which all the 
strong candidates are liable to disappear in 
favor of somebody never spoken of pre­ 
viously, 
With every wish to form intelli-. 
gent opinions, and with a sincere admira­ 
tion for our institutions, our Gallic friends 
found themselves unablo to grasp this 
marvelous phenomenon, and it is quite 
possible that those who undertook to ex­ 
plain it to them found the task more thau 
a little difficult. 
For in truth there are a 
good many on this side of the herring-pond 
who do not precisely see the wisdom and 
beauty of the system referred to, and who 
are obstinate enough to hold that there 
mnst be something wrong about a method 
which thus handicaps talent and energy 
and public service, and makes the strength 
of our public men their greatest source of 
weakness, when the Presidency is con­ 
cerned. 


In an article on “ The Revision of 
Creeds,” the Nation discusses the ten­ 
dency among the more progressive theolo­ 
gians of the time to modify their creed so 
that they may be more ia accord with the 
teachings of science, and cites in illustra­ 
tion a recent discussion at the Commence­ 
ment of the*-Yale Theological Seminary, 
concerning the need or expediency of a 
creed for the Congregational Church. 
This 
discussion, says the Nation, “ brought out 
“ very strongly the difficulty that both 
“ ministers and iaymen feci in defining 
“ their religions beliefs, and was rather 
“ remark:'V ie as a confession of the trouble 
“ which the churches experience iu hold- 
“ ing to any common standard of ortho- 
“ doxy. 
Seven or eight leading Congrc- 
“ gational theologians opposed the attempt 
“ to formula^ a creed, on vaiious grounds. 
“ One thought the Church was not ready 
“ to say what it believed on a namber of 
“ questions on which the advance of sei- 
“ cnee is iu a measure pressing it to 
“ declare itself—such as evolution, the 
“ origin of species, and the authenticity 
“ of the Pentateuch. 
Another preferred 
“ to meet the difficulty by drawing up a 
“ list of things not believable. 
There was 
“ a general consensus, apparently, that 
“ the drafting of a creed would lead to 
“ dissension, and also 
that no creed 
“ could in our day last long. 
Dr. Bacon, 
“ for iustanc , would revise the Congre- 
“ gational creed every ninth year. 
Presi- 
“ idenfc Porter would have a creed for 
“ each church, to be settled every time it 
“ received a new pastor. 
Nobody seemed 
“ to think it p sii.le to draft any creed 
“ which all the churches would accept. ’ 
This is certainly a remarkable condition of 
things, but rightly considered it shows the 
litter impracticability of effecting that re­ 
conciliation between Theology and Science 
which theologians who find it impossible to 
deny Ecieneific truths wish to think at­ 
tainable. 
In the first place it is evident 
that before men can reach a standpoint 
from which the constant modification of 
creeds seems permissible, they must have 
left the theological habit of thought be­ 
hind, aud must have adopted a scientific 
habit of thought. 
But such a change in 
the mental attitude is of necessity fatal to 
the preservation of any beliefs which do not 
re3t on experience and reason. 
In fact 
the only hope of Theology lies in obstinate 
adherence to all its old methods and max­ 
ims. 
Let it rely altogether upon blind 
faith, 
and 
preach belief 
in 
opposi­ 
tion 
to 
reason 
as 
a 
duty, 
and 
it 
will 
for 
a 
long 
time 
appeal 
to 
a 
certain 
imperfectly 
developed 
class of minds which find it necessary to 
lean against something continually, and 
which derive as much support from one 
kind of fetishism as from another. 
So long 
as this clas3 of minds constitutes a large 
percentage of humanity, so long will the 
old-fashioned Theology retain a hold upon 
society. 
Of course the inevitable tendency 
mast bo for it to represent more and more 
thelea-.t intelligent elements, since the dis­ 
semination of scientific educatiofl must pro­ 
duce a separation between those who arc 
capable of logical reasoning and those who 
arc n \ 
The latter will naturally become 
the sole remaining support of Theology, 
.while the former will j in the ranks of 
scientific inquiry. 
And for this reason the 
only theological school whose literature 
possesses any pres: nt strength, is, para­ 
doxically enough, the school which con­ 
temptuously rejects all scientific diffi­ 
culties, which accepts the plenary in­ 
spiration of the Bible, wlriph boggles at 
no feat of credulity, however arduous, 
aud which in 
fact puts reason out 
of court peremptorily, and reposes al­ 
together on faith. 
It Í3 
because the 
Oi.uroh of Rome clings so determinedly 
to her old dogmas and legends, because 
she replies to every scientific advance with 
some fresh homage to superstition, because 
her Councils and doctors call Aquinas to 
their dofc:’3e against llacckcl, because 
they stand prepared even at this day rather 
to deny the sphericity of the earth than to 
abandon ground once taken up, that the 
feeble-minded, the perplexed, the strife- 
wearied, the confused, tho timid, all find 
in that Church e comfort and a finality of 
assurance such as no form of Protestantism 
any longer affords. 
It is true that none 
but inferior or defective intelligences are 
likely to experience the need of such a 
refuge, hut it is also true that inferior and 
defective intelligences are commoner than 
ai.y ether kind, and that then fore the 
field of old-fashioned Theology is by no 
moans circumsc'i cd. 


Tiiis is the Thcolo y which most resembles 
the f irms of n ligion called pagan by way 
of distinction. 
Ii is essentially one with 
Buddhism, Bn.h , anism, Cabirism, Zoroas­ 
trianism, and all tho varied monotheistic 
and polythcij ic systems which have alter­ 
nately enslaved and enfranchised the human 
mind from tho beg’nuings of civilization. 
It is t he simplest of all forms in essence, for 
its central requirement is nothing more 
than unquestioning credulity. 
All history 
proves that for tho majority this framo of 
mind is the easiest, and therefore most 
men pretend to believe something they are 
asked to believe, whether they have any 
real c nviotions about it or not. 
But the 
scientific habit of thought has nothing in 
common with this intellectual condition, 
and therefore it is that the advanced theo­ 
logians of whom we have been speaking 
above arc following a course the only possi­ 
ble end of which can be the destruction 
of the system they wish to perpetuate. 
The admission of the 
Yale theologi­ 
ans that it is no longer possible to formu­ 
late creeds of a permanent character, is 
unquestionably the most damaging that 
could be made. 
For it is very evident 
that a mutable religious creed is self-de- 
sTuctive. 
The basis of every religion is its 
claim to eternal verity, and no religion can 
over be established upon any other foun­ 
dation. 
Religion has always assumed for 
itself the one ictual truth of existence. If 
it is not that, if it is not cortain and final 
and unchangeable, it is a confessed de 
lu8ion, and entitled to no reverence or ac­ 
ceptance. 
There can be no such thing as a 
religions creed liable to periodical revision. 
If a religious creed stands m need of re­ 
vision, it must lie because it was wrong 
at the beginning. 
And if, notwithstand­ 
ing its claim of infallibility at the begin­ 
ning, it was so wrong that men will not ac­ 
cept its assumptions without modification, 
how enn it be expected that they will re- 
ceivo the revised form, which cannot 
pretend to be anything more than the 
guesses of men? The attempt to change 


creeds opens the door to endless con­ 
fusion and perplexity, and it is perfectly 
clear that it 
can 
only 
issue in de­ 
stroying what little faith remains in the 
chnrches which contemplate this desper­ 
ate concession to scientific thought. 
The 
uselessness of such a concession, moreover, 
is, or should be, apparent. 
The truth is 
that uot only laymen but ministers have 
ceased to believe iu the old creeds. 
That 
fact is conclusively demonstrated by the 
proposal for creed revision. 
The main in­ 
centive to this movement, however, prob 
ably is the 
disagreeable consciousness 
forced upon ministers who try to hold 
their congregations, of the irreconcilable an­ 
tagonism between 
the 
doctrines they 
actually preach and and the dogmas of the 
Churches. 
Most ministers find it neces­ 
sary to teach very modernized versions of 
their creeds, for they know they would 
empty their churches if they did not. 
Of 
course they Lei the embarrassment of thi- 
divergence from the official doctrines of 
the Churches, and therefore those of them 
who have insensibly acquired the scien­ 
tific habit of thought seek to modify the 
creeds, instead of surrendering their new 
views aud holding fast to the primitive 
positions of the Churches. 


There is no salvation ia revision of 
creeds, however. 
Change in creed is 
synonymous with abandonment of belief. 
For while the scientific habit of thought 
predisposes to a state of constant readiness 
for new light, and for prompt adaptation to 
fresh discoveries in every direction, it is 
evident that such a framo of mind cannot 
have any connection with Theology, which 
consists in dogmatic assertion of a particu­ 
lar scheme of things as the only admissible 
creed. 
Viewed from the standpoint of 
self interest it must be admitted that the 
Catholic Church ha3 been wise in persecut­ 
ing doubters, for doubt is fatal to Theol­ 
ogy. 
Of course it does not follow that the 
selfish policy of the C -tholic Church in­ 
volved any good for mankind. 
It has 
involved no real good, but vast evil. 
Nevertheless theologians are not politic 
or true to their profession iu admitting 
doubt as a 
factor in 
religious sys­ 
tem», 
nor 
can 
such 
systems be 
maintained by auy such methods. 
The 
Yale theologians have in truth parted 
company with tlic-ir religion, but have 
not 
yet 
discovered 
the 
separation. 
They have at present no creed, but only a 
party platform, and this platform they feel 
the necessity of adapting to the changing 
views of the people. 
In so doing they 
abandon the only ground upon which 
Theology can stand. 
Henceforth they 
may preside over literary clubs, or lyce- 
unis, or whatever else they choose to call 
them, but churches in any true sense tliey 
will not preside over. 
For there can be no 
vitality or force in a creed which is always 
open to change, and the force and scope 
of which depend, not upon any assumed 
revelation from heaven, not upon any pre­ 
tended credentials from the Supreme, but 
upon the. discoveries of science, the results 
of the laboratory, the quarry and the 
library. 
Tee inevitable outcome of a re­ 
vi. ior of creeds iu this way must be the 
dwindling down of religious claims and 
professions to a semblance of that peculiar, 
attenuated, diaphanous creed, of which 
Matthew Arnold is tho chief living expo­ 
nent. 
We shall then have churches iu 
which discourses 
will 
be 
preached, 
no 
longer 
about 
God 
ar.d 
Christ 
and the Atonement, and Hell and Heaven, 
but about the necessity of yielding to the 
gentle pressure of that “ something, not 
“ ourselves, which makes for righteous- 
“ ness.” It is scarcely necessary to fore­ 
tell the fate of such experiments. 
Those 
who think tor themselves will need no 
such perfunctory aids to reflection, while 
those who do not think will miss the sup­ 
port which is all they seek in religion. 
The Churches, in a word, uill have become 
too scientific for the credulous, and not 
scientific enough for the scientific. 
Their 
concessions to the modern spirit of research 
and inquiry will be fatal to them. 
They 
will lose their hold upon the public mind 
altogether, and all because their advanced 
thinkers cannot see the impracticability of 
their attempted rcconc liation 
between 
Science and Theology. 
The union between 
Night and 1 ).iy is iu fact uot more utterly 
impossible.

THE 
SCHOOL 
INVES; ILATfON 
FAr.CE. 


As we predicted, the school investiga­ 
tion has been steadily becoming more pre­ 
posterous and outrageo ;s. 
The proceed­ 
ings on Thursday evening especially were 
in some rispects disgraceful. 
An attempt 
was made to arraign Mr. McDonald <5n the 
strength of an utterly unsupported allega­ 
tion to the effect that he had written un­ 
grammatical letters to a newspaper. None 
of these alleged letters were forthcoming. 
It was stated that tliey had been destroyed, 
in fact. 
Yet the person who came for­ 
ward with this story asked that his word 
should 
be taken 
as 
to 
the alleged 
grammatical defects in them, and this 
notwithstanding 
his 
refusal 
to 
give 
any ovidence that he was competent to 
form an intelligent opinion upon such 
questions. 
The total and flagrant disre 
gard of all the rnles of ovidence which has 
marked th s inquiry 
throughout, 
was 
displayed in this episode so conspicuously, 
that even the most shameless partisans 
ought to have been shocked and dis­ 
gusted at the absurdity of the proposi­ 
tions. 
Not to speak of the gross breach 
of journalistic ethics 
involved in the 
attempt to convict a man by the disclosure 
of confidential correspondence, the en­ 
deavor to prejudice his case by bare asser­ 
tions regarding letters which had no ex­ 
istence deserves the severest reprehension, 
while the belief of the citizen who made 
this amazing statement, that his affirma­ 
tion was sufficient to establish the truth of 
all he alleged, without any corroborative 
evidence, caps the climax of impropriety. 
Even supposing for the sake of argument 
that it had boen possible to take such a 
statement into consideration, it is perfectly 
evident that its value must have depended 
entirely upon the competence of the witness 
to pass judgment upon questions of gram­ 
mar and orthography. 
As it was, the 
Board had no evidence to show that the 
witness was capable of detecting gram­ 
matical or orthographical errors, and it is 
scarcely necessary to, add that no man's 
bare assertion as to his own educational 
qualifications can possess any value what­ 
ever. 
It is as 
well to 
state here 
that several of the other witnesses who 
have accused Mr. McDonald of using bad 
grammar can hardly be regarded as ex­ 
perts in such a matter, and that more than 
one of those who have taken a leading 


part in this prosecution, or persecution, are 
plainly incapable cf using the English lan­ 
guage correctly in conversation, and art 
therefore manifestly open to suspicion in 
regard to composition and spelling. 
Edu­ 
cated men arc of course aware that bad 
spelling or even urgrammatical composi­ 
tion is by no means necessarily a proof of 
defective culture. 
Many very learned men 
have written and spelled.ungrammatically, 
and the percentage of those who have re­ 
ceived more than an average education, yet 
are unable tn compose fluently, would 
probably surprise these hypercritical inves­ 
tigators. 


We do not know whether or not Mr. 
McDonald is a competent teacher of gram­ 
mar and arithmetic, but we do know that 
it would be an outrage to convict him of 
incompetence upon such testimony as has 
been adduced in this case. 
The Board, 
however, lias placed itself in a false and 
very difficult position by its imprudence in 
consenting to this absurd and inequitable 
inquiry. 
It is about to elect teachers, end 
no matter what profession of impartiality 
it may make, it will be impossible to be­ 
lieve that it has not been influenced by 
the present proceedings, should it remove 
Mr. McDonald. 
It lias thus done all in 
its power to discredit him as a teacher, 
and so to make his retention incompatible 
with the maintenance of proper disciplines 
in the Grammar School; and at the same 
time it has so entangled itself that it can­ 
not in justice dismi.-s him, because to 
do 
so . would 
only 
be 
to 
indorse 
the 
monstrous 
travesty 
of 
an 
in­ 
vestigation which is sow discrediting 
this community. 
The Board has no 
excuse for the course it has pursued iu the 
matter, moreover, for it was pointed out 
long ago that no possible good could result 
from such a loose and irresponsible inquiry. 
It has gone on from bad to worse, in de­ 
fiance of remonstrance and advice, fanning 
the flauies of partisanship higher all the 
time by its feeble and indecisive action, ad­ 
mitting the most inconsequential and un­ 
justifiable attaeksnpon theaccnsed, lending 
factitious importance to charges and state­ 
ments so utterly wanting in evidential 
value that they would have fallen of their 
own weight if let alone, and generally 
making confnsion worse confounded iu all 
directions. 
It is now more clear than 
ever that the investigation is a failure, 
and that its only 
issue 
has been the 
display of a groat deal of mean malice, 
petty jealousy, ill nature, aud stupidity. 
Court of Judge Lynch has ever 
so defiantly ignored al! the laws of 
evidence, or has shown itself more incapa­ 
ble of distinguishing what was admissible 
testimony and what was not. 
No possible 
good can result from b u c U an ill-managed 
and improper inquest. 
It ¡3 impossible to 
tell, from anything that has been brought 
forward, whether Mr. McDonald is a com­ 
petent or an incompetent teacher. It does 
not facilitate the determination of this 
question to ascertain that there are a num­ 
ber of impulsive and illogical people who 
are desirous of ousting him without regaid 
to evidence, and who are willing to call 
any absurdity evidence if it makes for 
their view of the case. W hat is demanded 
is jo tice, and this is not the way to get 
it. 
If Mr. McDonald is to he removed, it 
will have to be insisted upon firmly that 
the proofs of his incapacity be established. 
Otherwise his dismissal would be a shame­ 
ful and most discreditable act of persecu­ 
tion and injustice. 


THE OREGON ELECTION. 


The dispatches from Oregon appear to 
justify the conclusion that a sweeping Re­ 
publican victory has been gained in that 
State. 
The explanation of it thus far 
given is certainly odd, for it is attributed 
to the general lack of interest in the cam­ 
paign ; an influence which commonly af­ 
fects the Republican votes far more disas­ 
trously than those of their opponents. The 
Democrats, however, are Baid to have per­ 
mitted intestine conflicts to divido them, 
thinking that they had the State to a dead 
certainty, and so the old race between the 
hare and the tortoise has been repeated. 
We do not think it can be safely concluded 
from this success that Oregon reverts to 
the condition of a Republican State, how­ 
ever. 
Of course the results of this election 
will make the work of the Democrats this 
summer much harder than they antici­ 
pated, and it will compel them to pay far 
more attention to Oregon than heretofore. 
But the fact remains that the Republicans 
can only w in the State in the fall by very 
determined and harmonious action, and 
they certainly cannot afford to lay on their 
oais because of this piece of good luck. The 
Pacific States may be pivotal ones this fall, 
and therefore tho present gain of Oregon is 
doubly fortunate, but every Pacllic-coast 
Republican must buckle to the work with 
unflinching energy, for the goal to be 
aimed at this year is a so’id North and 
West, in opposition to a threatened solid 
South.

The Chinese cry is 3tale, 
aud palls upon the appetite of his follow­ 
ers. 
Ha thought something might be 
done with the Greenback-Labor-Socialist 
programme, and so he went to Chicago. 
But the Convention there has not struck 
out any “ burning questions,” and though 
it adopted an auti-Chinese resolution, it 
was not half so radical as can be found in 
the ordinary ward-clnb declarations. 
Oh 
the whole the times do uot appear to be 
propitious to Kearney, and it really looks 
as though he might be nearing the end of 
his tether. 


GARFIELD AND THE CHINESE QUESTION. 


The Greenbackcrs have held their Con­ 
vention in Chicago, and after narrowly es­ 
caping a free fight, and admitting a sec­ 
tion of 
red-hot Socialists, they have 
adopted 
a platform 
characteristically 
diffuse, involved and ridiculous, and have 
concluded by recommending it to the sym­ 
pathies 
of 
“ all fair-minded persona.” 
Precisely what part Denis Kearney took 
in this exhibition does not yet appear. 
It 
is true that he was employed to lead the 
Sergcants-at-arms to their duty, and this 
must have been anything but pleasant for 
Denis, whose physical courage has never 
been regarded as high, and who has gener­ 
ally preferred abuse to auy other kind of 
weapon. 
The 
Greenbackers, however, 
nominated Weaver for President, and so 
adjourned, 
leaving 
the 
country 
to 
digest 
or 
reject 
their 
platform as 
it 
may happen. 
It 
is 
not 
worth 
while 
to - analyze 
this 
document 
seriously, 
for the 
Greenhackers will 
certainly cut no figure in the approaching 
campaign, and as for Kearney’s affiliation 
with thorn, it has already been denounced 
and repudiated by the \Y. P. C. 
Appar­ 
ently he will return to California to find 
that he has lost the control of his party, 
and that they have no inclination to follow 
him into the Weaver camp, that bring a 
locality phenomenally destitute of loaves 
and fishes. 
Kearney would probably be 
quite as successfully employed in stump­ 
ing for Weaver as in any other occupation 
he is at all likely to turn his hand to, and 
as he cannot convert the California Work­ 
ingmen to the rag-baby dogma, perhaps 
he cannot do better than to accept service 
under his new masters. The indications 


An attempt is being made to arraign 
Garfield in this State on the ground that 
ho lias shown himself unfriendly to the 
prevalent California views on the Chinese 
question. 
The facts do not warrant any 
such inference, but on the contrary the 
record shows that Mr. Garfield possesses a 
tar more intelligent idea of the Chinese 
question than most Eastern statesmen have 
exhibited. 
We have no doubt that when 
he is President he .will give the most pa­ 
tient attention to the matter, and that he 
will favor whatever measures arc best Sal- 
ciliated to settle the question satisfactorily. 
But even if the case had been otherw i c ; 
had Garfield occupied the attitude which 
so many Eastern politicians have always 
occupied, and which is undeniably the atti­ 
tude of nine-tenths of the National Re­ 
publican party to-day, we assert that it 
ought not to have made the smallest dif­ 
ference in the estimation accordod him on 
this coast, aud that to think otherwise 
is 
to 
expose 
a 
narrow-mindedness 
and bigotry simply contemptible. 
For 
Garfield ¡8 not a small man. 
He has filled 
a conspicuous position for twenty year3 
both in the State and nation. 
He has 
proved himself a scholar and a statesman 
as well as a soldier and a lawyer. 
His 
breadth of intellect is recognized by all 
who are acquainted with him, or who have 
followed h¡3 career. 
There can be no 
question as to his ability to discuss and 
adjudicate the Chinese question fairly 
and fully, nor can there be any doubt as to 
his readiness to study it. 
Such a man, if 
he knows nothing whatever of the subject, 
would be a thousandfold more valuable ally 
and champion than the most profuse and 
plausible demagogue that ever promised 
his soul away for the sake of votes, with­ 
out troubling himself to comprehend the 
is ues on which he pledged himself. 
Gar­ 
field is a conscientious statesman, and 
when he takes up tho Chinese question he 
will give the full power of his finely-culti­ 
vated tnind to it, and will seek a solution 
which may secure the liberties of the Amer­ 
ican people more firmly. 
Others might 
have been more prolific of assurance», but 
no man living possesses larger competency 
than Garfield, and therefore no apprehen­ 
sion need be entertained on this score. 
If, however, the Pacific coast has to wait 
for a President until it can get somebody 
who understands all about the Chinese 
question, and who thinks it more impor­ 
tant to conciliate this slope on that issue 
than to secure the support of the Atlantic 
populations, it will have to acquire the 
political influence necessary to control the 
country, or it will have to send out mis­ 
sionaries and convert the East on the ques­ 
tion.

SLANDER OR ARGUMENT, WHICH? 
Is the approaching campaign to he one 
of slander or argument, on the part of 
the Democrats ? The organs iu this State, 
which it is true possess very little intel­ 
lectual force, appear to think that slander 
Is the weapon most in request. 
It may be 
that they arc only employing this weapon 
until such timo as the Cincinnati Conven­ 
tion furnishes them with issu.s, but on 
the other hand it must be admitted that 
the Democratic party was never more des­ 
titute of anything like serious or living 
topics. 
It has dons nothing in Congress 
but defeat the Marshals' appropriations ; 
a piece of unadulterated partisanship which 
the organs of the party will have hard 
work to defend, without justifying it as 
an issue. In has done qll it could to secure 
the solidity of the South by making all 
attempts to protect the freedom of lire 
ballot there futile. 
Though professing 
Free Trade principles in all its plat­ 
forms, it has obstinately refused to do 
anything for the revision of the tariff, and 
though the iniquity of several taxes, such 
as the paper duty, has been conclusively 
demonstrated, it has turned a deaf ear to 
all remonstrances and complaints, and has 
delivered over tho wholo press of the 
country to be robbed by a group of manu­ 
facturers, whose wealth, obtained by such 
means, has enabled them to defeat all 
remedial efforts. 
On the financial situa­ 
tion the Democrats have no policy, nor in 
fact are they united upon anything but the 
expediency of capturing all the offices, if it 
can be done. 
Uuder these circumstances 
the prospect for an argumentative campaign 
cannot be regarded as hopeful, while it must 
also be realized that abuse is always much 
easier than argument, and that slander is 
the 
lowest and 
least 
intellectual of 
all 
weapons. 
The use of 
snch an 
agency 
is, however, 
mainly objection­ 
able because of its immoral and degrad­ 
ing influences. 
It has very little effect 
upon the political situation. 
No Republi­ 
can will be prevented from voting for 
Garfield because Democratic newspapers 
abnse him, and no Democrat will vote for 
Garfield because he is told that it would 
be wise to do so, for the reason that Dem­ 
ocrats as a rule do not read either their 
own or any other papers. 
The Democratic 
press, however, will no doubt thiuk it 
necessary to pour out a great flood of slan­ 
derous stuff against tho Republican candi­ 
dates, and will parade this without the 
least regard to its truth. 
Such stuff will 
please a few, but disgust tho majority, and 
influence none. 
There was a time when 
issues were discussed soberly and courte­ 
ously, and when journalists did not pre­ 
tend to hold that all on the other side 
must be scoundrels. 
At present, however, 


the dearth of Democratic issues is ono of 
the strongest temptations to resort to slan­ 
der, and since it can hardly be supplied, 
an abusive campaign will probably be 
adopted. 


THE FOOTHILLS. 


Ore drawback to the settlement of the 
foothills has been removed by the recent 
decision of the Iuterior Department iu re­ 
gard to the entering of agricultural lands 
in that region. 
Henceforth the intending 
settler can take up land there without 
danger of being dispossessed by prospectors, 
or of having his improvements destroyed 
in the search for minerals. 
The common- 
sense view that the farmer and cultivator 
shall own his land is indeed the only one 
which it can be safe to follow in the long 
ran, and we believe that it will therefore 
be found necessary to prevent all invasions 
of agricultural lands for minerals. 
If such 
lands contain minerals, they should be­ 
long to the settlers, and not be at the 
disposal of 
any ouc 
else. 
There is 
however another drawback to settlement 
in the foothills which is less serious, be­ 
cause it must tend to cure itself, but 
which nevertheless constitutes a present 
difficulty. 
We refer to the lack of means 
of transportation. 
There is a compara­ 
tively narrow belt on either side of the 
Central Pacific Railroad which has ample 
facilities of this kind, but beyond that area 
tho foothill-settler is practically shut out 
from a market, since he in most cases 
raises kinds of produce which must be sold 
and consumed quickly, or they will spoil. 
It would, for example, he quito useless 
for anyone to cultivate small fruits at 
such a distance from tho railroad that 
he could 
not 
reach 
it 
every day, 
or could not get his fruit into market 
within twelve hours from the time of pick­ 
ing in. 
But the foothills are specially and 
peculiarly adapted to the growth of small 
fruits, and therefore tl.e absence of trans­ 
portation facilities is practically a bar to 
their settlement. 
Under ordinary circum­ 
stances it might be good policy to await 
until the country ha 1 settled before at­ 
tempting to build railroads through it, 
but in this case transportation is so essen­ 
tial to the effectual development of the 
whole region that it would unquestion­ 
ably 
pay 
to 
construct 
a 
railroad 
on either side irom the Central Pacific, bo 
as to tap this fertile and productive belt. 
A narrow-gauge road could doubtless be 
built cheaply enough, and it would people 
the whole foothill region in five years, and 
increase the production of the State won­ 
derfully. 
A line thirty or forty miles long 
on either side of the Central Pacific, tap­ 
ping the fuotiiill belt, would produce im­ 
mense returns in traffic and biu-icess devel­ 
opment generally. 
We trust that some of 
our enterprising projectors will take this in 
hand before long. 


WILKIE COLLINS CN COrYRIGHT. 


Wilkie Collins has a very characteristic 
paper on international copyright in the 
lost number of the International Review. 
His langu ge ¡3 by no means marked by 
that repose which stamps, the caste of 
Verc dc Vere. 
In fact he 
employs 
such extremely direct aud vigorous words 
that the editor of tho Review thinks it 
necessary to disclaim all responsibility for 
his phraseology. 
H e is very decidedly of 
opinion that American publishers are rob­ 
bers, and it must be admitted that he has 
personal reasons fur feeling injured, since 
he states that a single American publisher 
has sold one hundred and twenty thousand 
copies of “ The 
Woman in W hite,” 
and never sent him sixpence. 
The most 
important point made by Mr. Collins, how­ 
ever, is to the effect that the propositions 
for international copyright made by Amer­ 
ican publishers only represent their inter­ 
ests, aud arein fact opposed to the interests 
of the American people. 
For instance, 
the American publishers- havo proposed 
a form of treaty one cf the provisions 
of which 
¡3 that within six months 
after registration the 
work must he 
“ manufactured and published in this 
“ country, and by a subject or citizen of 
“ the country in w hich such registration 
“ ia made.” 
That is to say, that the 
American publishers will 
not consent 
to a copyright law unless the exclusive 
right of manufacturing aad publishing 
copyrighted foreign books is secured to 
themselves. 
What more preposterous and 
outrageous condition could be affixed to 
a treaty ? 
If a copyright law has any 
b-.»;a whatever, it must be the hasis of ab­ 
solute and equal justice and fair play. 
If 
copyright is allowed here it must be be­ 
cause it is right to allow it, aud it must be 
altogether unconditional. 
The publishers 
have no business to make conditions of any 
kind. 
This is a question fur the people to 
determine, and if they are capable of 1111- 
derstanding their own interests they will 
demand free trade in literature, aud the 
abolition of all kinds of publishing pira­ 
cies. 
Hitherto the authors and the pub­ 
lic have been systematically sacrificed to the 
selfish aud grasping and pernicious policy 
of the publishers. 


POSSIBLY 
UNTRUE. 


A Philadelphia paper has a dispatch 
from Chicago to the effect that General 
Grant has had a private meeting there with 
Cameron, Legan aDd Storrs, and that after 
it was over “ both Cameron and Logan said 
“ publicly that Grant would be nominated 
“ without opposition in 18S4.” ^The in­ 
wardness of this oracular utterance is in­ 
terpreted as signifying that Garfield will be 
beaten, and that one term of Democratic 
rule will prepare the country for Grant. 
This ia very ingenious, but we take leave 
to doubt its occurrence, in the first place, 
and in the second place we venture to re­ 
mark that if it occurred it did not say 
much for the judgment of Messrs. Cameron 
and Logan, 
Considering how recently 
the perspicuity of these gentlemen has 
been at fault, it was hardly in good ta3te 
for them to assume the role of prophets 
thus ear’v. And besides, has it not already 
been predicted, on quite as good authority, 
that the world is to come to an end in 
1881 ? What, then, is the UBe of looking 
so far ahead as 1SS4? By that time Gen­ 
eral Grant may have been resolved into a 
meteorite, and be driving through space 
towards the star Aldebaran, at the rate of 
a hundred miles a second. 


DEMOLITION OF A NOTORIOUS BUILDING, 


Cue by ore the old buildings of the 
city disappear. 
The latest to succumb to 
the march of improvement is the two-story 
building on the corner of Pacific street "and 
Virginia all.y, which is just west of Stock­ 
ton i-treet, 
This burbling was erected in 
1853, by Judge C. T. Botts, and was called 
Apollo Hall. 
To grade tlie lot the chajiar- 
r:l had to he removed and a small hill cut 
down. 
The building was upon the side of 
a gulch having Jackson street for its bed. 
At what is now tho corner of Jackson and 
Jones streets was located a spring, whoso 
waters ran down the gulch and formed 
a creek where the pioneer succeeded in 
hooking trout. 
Tne hall was used for tho 
holding of meetings, and then the elite of 
t ie city gathered there in the mazy dance. 
As years went by it passed into tiie posses­ 
sion of Michael lieise, and, as the city 
grew iarg< r, it was abandoned to disrepu­ 
table u m -s . 
Eight years ago it was leased 
to an old Fro .chinan named Victor, and 
the hall was partitioned off into tene­ 
ment-!, aud the building became the 
rendezvous 
of 
ex -convict’, 
burglars, 
thieves and robbers. 
Ic was the nrsi 
house visited by the police when a des­ 
perate character was wanted. 
It has per­ 
haps been the theater of more crimes than 
any other building in the city. 
Several 
murders have been committed there, and 
many a stranger inveigled to the place has 
be n thrown out 011 the street robbed of 
all he poss.s od. 
it w ould bo a labor of 
time to narrate the earlier criims there. 
About a yea: ago a Frenchman w a3 “ roped 
in 
by a notorious woman, whose accom­ 
plice robbed him and then ti row him o\er 
the balcony, beneath which ho was found 
and taken to the hospital, where he died. 
Light n.cnt : s ago another man was treated 
in the same manner, but recovered. 
A 
low months since a German woman was 
fearfully cut bv her paramour, who was an 
expressman. 
In few cases was a convic­ 
tion so hard to obtain as of those of par­ 
ties arrested here, for a dozen cutthroats 
wero always willing to swear to anything 
to assist a companion to escape from the 
law. 
Eleven months ago the Woman’s 
Mission started a mission house near there, 
butho encouragement was met with. 
On 
the contrary, the dooi3 and windows were 
constantly demolished, and the mission­ 
aries had to give it up.—[San Francisco 
Post, June 9th. 


G a r f i e l d a n d t h e C iukksb.—In April, 
1875, s 13 s the Sail Francisco Call, General 
Garfield visited thij city. 
A few days 
later, by request of Senator Sargent, the 
Chief of Police provided the General with 
an e-eort for the purpose of visiting China­ 
town. that he might see in all its aspects 
the Mongolian curse. 
Captain Lees was 
assigned the duty of conducting tho visitor 
through the Chine e quarters. 
For two 
days and nights they roamed around the 
place, visiting the 
fiithv, close, over­ 
crowded, stinking underground den»; wit­ 
nessing the effects of opium smoking, and 
seeing tl.e sleepers crowded imo little 
closets by the dozen. 
When this had been 
done, Lees asked of the General what ho 
thought of the Chinese. 
It is reported 
that he replied that he had never soeu any­ 
thing so revolting before in his life. 
He 
asked to see the other side of th-ir life, and 
w.is then taken to -see tlie manufactories, 
stores, restaur.;nts, 
theaters and

The manner of hie, customs, h.;b- 
its and wages received, etc., were all ex­ 
plained to him, and he then, it is claimed 
expressed the opinion that such cheap labo 
was hurtful to the progress of tho Paciii 
coast, and the time would come when tii 
influx of such competitors would have 6 
be restricted.

Sights—San 
Francisco's Noble 
Charity—Etc. 


S a n F rancisco, June 9, 18S0. 
W ith the first warm (lays of th¡3 month 
of rosea the city sprang into bloom as 
though every flower delayed its first open­ 
ing till June had come. 
All the thousand 
little San Francisco gardens became patches 
of color ar.d fragrance, while the great 
ones, like 1’helan’s and Mrs. Green’s and 
th e stretch of Crocker’s lawn, are very 
fair to eyes best accustomed to cobble­ 
stones and asphaUum sidewalks. 
I had a 
wakeful hour the other night, filled with a 
strange shudder ar.d the honey of a sweet 
delight. 
I t could not have been far from 
m idnight when I awoke so quietly that I 
seemed to have fallen out of the arms of 
silence into that hour of content we are all 
so patiently longing for. 
The perfume of 
the handful of June roses I had gather'd 
•came to my nostril like the dream of their 
own perfume, and the shadows of my 
thoughts were 
SIFTING AND SIFTING 
Through my brain like the shining sands 
upon the shores of the Great River. 
I 
seemed to hear its silent flow and to sec the 
silver of its waters w ith the hosts who had 
gone before into the vast Somewhere gath­ 
ering among its shimmering mists. 
Such 
an hour perhaps visits one once in a score 
of years, and it was almost a terror to 
awake to the shudder of its last half. 
There was a sound of running and seeding 
and derisive laughs on the street, then the 
tread of feet swept past my window and I 
heard a woman’s voice, loud, strange, un­ 
natural, now begging with a sort of whine, 
now coarse and vulgar in its speech and 
then almost round the corner it hurts forth 
in a stream of proianity. 
A moment more 
and my bewildered ears heard the wails of 
the children following on in the dead of 
night behind their drunken mother.

gamins of the corner, thieves of the curb,

drama of city life and I turned for sleep to 
the pillow ringing with those shuddering 
cries.

N ew York, June 4, 1880. 
Now that Richard B. Connolly, former 
Comptroller of this city, has died in France, 
the newspapers are again talking of the 
poetic justice th at has been meted out to 
the members of the Tammany ring. 
I t is 
very hard to see in w hat the poetic justice 
consists, if the phrase means, as is gener­ 
ally supposed, th at the virtuous are re­ 
warded and the wicked punished. 
How, 
for example, was Connolly punished ? 
He 
8tolefrom the municipal treasury $2,000,000 
or $8,000,000; got away with it to Europe, 
and died of an organic disease at 70 jeara 
of age. 
He had lived long and viciously, 
and passed away as a sound Irish Roman 
Catholic should, with the last rites of the 
church, and in the full oder of sanctity. 
Romanism is a religion not to live by, but 
to die by. 
Connolly s case proves this. 
His faith did not prevent him from 
STEALING MILLIONS, 
From becoming one of the great malefac­ 
tors of the time. But, when a very difficult 
and dangerous operation was to be per­ 
formed, he received the viaticum ; the 
operation was done, and it proved fatal. 
He evinced no disposition to make restitu- 
tution of his ill-got gains. 
But this was 
of small consequence. 
He received the 
last sacrament of the church, and th at in­ 
sured his salvation. 
By such a religion a 
man can commit any crime and pass, w ith­ 
out contrition, into the abodes of the 
blessed. 
Most of the ring thieves have 
been Romanists, and all of them should 
have been, so th at they could be assured 
in the next world of full pardon for all the 
iniquities done in this. 
Peter B. Sweeny, 
generally regarded as the original creator of 
the Ring, and one of the guiltiest as he 
was one of the shrewdest, certainly has 
not suffered from the much-mentioned 
poetic justice. 
He caine back after the 
(iowufaii of Tweed, and pretended 
to 
court investigation. 
Everything th at had 
been charged upon him lie put off on his 
brother, Jam es Sweeny, who, having drank 
himself to death in Paris, could not offer 
any rebutting evideuce. 
Peter B. sailed 
quietly back to Europe, and is now en­ 
joying the property he gained by flagrant 
dishonesty. 
He has no desire to return 
hither, being entirely content with the 
present condition of his affairs.

Mayor Oakey Hall, very prominent in the 
firm of Tweed, Sweeny & Go., though not 
believed to have beeD one of the plunder­ 
ers, conscious as he may have been of the 
plundering of others, is at piresent city 
editor and assistant manager of the World, 
and appears to be better satisfied than for 
a long while. 
He has always had a pen­ 
chant for journalism ; has always dabbled 
in it, and it probably atones to him for 
his compulsory 


RELINQUISH!!F.NT OF POLITICA 
AMBITION. 
Charles E. W ilbour, presumed to have 
made all his money from tlie jobs of she 
Transcript, instituted for the publication 
of legal advertisements, has been abroad 
fo ry iars with h s family, occupied with 
study and pleasure. 
If he has been w ant­ 
ing in integrity, neither his digestion nor 
his conscience is disturbing him a whit. 
James O’Brien, ex-Sheriff. generally ranked 
as one of the most corrupt men of the old 
rins, notw ithstanding his subsequent quar­ 
rel with it. has not endured any penally of 
malfeasance in or out of office. 
He has 
la'terly claimed to be a reformer ; is rich, 
insolent, and has a large following among 
the worst c!a-s in the community. Almost 
the only eminent villain of the whole 
number of robbers of the municipal treas­ 
ury who may be said to have received 
poetical justice is William M. Tweed. 
He 
could easily have got away like the rest, if 
he had wanted to. 
But he could not be­ 
lieve th at his reign with the mob, which 
still governs New York, was so completely 
over. 
He decided to brave it out, and he 
stayed ; but he stayed too long. 
He had 
no dead brother like Peter B. Sweeny, to

which over-confidence had consigned him, 
he had the ill luck to be brought back.

He is seventy, and had a superb constitu­ 
tion, which he has undermined by most 
diligent violations of the laws of health. 
The gout lies at the base of all his troubles, 
and he has earned the gout by half a cen­ 
tury of unrem itting desert. 
Brougham 
has not been, in the ordinary sense, dissi­ 
pated—far from it. 
Ho has merely been 
a good-liver, 
and 
ovcr-eating 
is 
de­ 
clared 
by 
physicians 
to 
kill 
nearly 
as 
many 
men as over-drinking. 
The 
veteran comedian has always been an epi­ 
cure. 
He knows as well as any man what 
constitutes an excellent menu. 
Few bet­ 
ter judges of turtlo soup, Spanish mackerel, 
woodcock, venison, pate ile foie gras, can- 
vasback duck, terrapin, choice sherry, 
Bordeaux, Burgundy or champagne ; and 
numberless fine dinners have undone him. 
Had he been prudent he might have lived 
to be 85. 
He does not murmur at his suf­ 
fering ; he bears it with great fortitude. 
He has the consolation of knowing that he 
has at least had w hat is commonly called 
a "ood time. 
Brougham is a very favor­ 
able representative of a happy-go-lucky, 
rollicking Irishman, 
Born in Dublin, May 
9, 1810, he had intended to study medi­ 
cine ; but, having a prospect of obtaining 
a position uudcr Government iu London, 
whither his wandering fancies had led 
him, he abandoned his original intent.and 
hurried to the British capital. 
Having 
boon cheated of his prospect, he resorted 
to teaching drawing for a livelihood ; but 
this was too meager for his taste. 
He in­ 
clined to the stage, and having been intro­ 
duced to the renowned Mme. Veatris, then 
managing the Olympic Theater, he became 
a member of the company. 
He took small 
parts at first, but ha was 


AMBITIOUS AND CAPABLE, 
And within two years secured an engage­ 
ment at the Haymarket, making his debut 
there as Looney MacTwolter in the “ Re­ 
view.” 
He evinced unquestionable talent, 
wrote a number of clever farces and bur­ 
lesques, and won much applanse in Irish 
parts. 
Just before he quitted England for 
America he met Boucicault, then only 19, 
and the two had lodgings together. 
The 
younger of the two was writing “ London 
Assurance," and the couple talked it over, 
Brougham making many valuable sugges­ 
tions, which his companion adopted. 
This 
is the basis of the story of Brougham hav­ 


ing done the better part of the comedy— 
something which his friends have claimed 
for him, but which he has never claimed 
for himself. 
Uncle John, as he is called by his inti­ 
mates, came here at thirty-tw o, and made 
his appearance at the Old I'ark, in the 
“ Irish Lion ” as Tim Moore, and was very 
cordially received. 
That was near 40 
years ago, and he has been a favorite with 
the public ever since, having played in 
every town of any size in the country. 
Clever and versatile, he has never dis­ 
played any great degree Of practicality, 
particularly in management. 
He built 
what was W allaek’s, corner of Broadway 
and Broome, and opened it as the Lyceum, 
but after two seasons transferred it to 
Jam es W . W allack, father of Lester Wal- 
lack. 
Excessively good-hearted, his purse 
has ever been open to any and every de­ 
mand, and he has had no care for the mor­ 
row. 
The moutv he made easily slipped 
through his.fingers. 
He never saved any­ 
thing, until a short time ago—it was a 
fund for his old age—and lie deposited his 
savings w ith Duncan, ¡Sherman k Co., who 
failed disastrously in 1875, and never paid 
anything worth mention. 
The few thou­ 
sand dollars raised not long since by com­ 
plimentary benefit has been well nigh ex­ 
hausted by his long illness. 
He is very 
poor; but he has many friends whom he 
has nobly deserved, and who have been 
most happy to aid so excellent a fellow. 


ORATORICAL TALENT, 
There is no doubt that we are as a peo­ 
ple conspicuous for the uutnber of our very 
clever public speakers. 
Indeed, we have 
come to consider ourselves without vanity 
an oratorical nation, for we are generally 
so considered by Europeans. 
W e show 
this at most of our social meetings and 
festal gatherings where a number of prom­ 
inent men are brought together. 
A recent 
dinner at the Fifth Avenue was an ad­ 
mirable illustration of our oratorical talent. 
Almost any foreigner would have been 
surprised at the talent, even though lie 
had formed a very favorable opinion of it 
beforehand. 
The speeches of 
Curtis, 
Evarts, Storrs, Choate, Bellows (I should 
include Robert Collyer, if his body had not 
beeu born on the ether side to inpet his 
sou! born on this side), General Sherman 
and others were each anti all excellent in 
their way, and richly merited the enthusi­ 
astic applause they evoked. 
Ordinarily 
one would not expect the Commander-in- 
Cnief of the army to be an o rato r; but 
when he happens to be an American the 
case is different. General Sherman demon­ 
strated conclusively th at he can talk as 
well as fight; th at he is a man of words 
not less than deeds. 
I doubt if any of the 
European capitals, not excepting Loudon, 
Raris or Berlin, could have made such a 
display of eloquence as was made the other 
night at the Fifth Avenue. W hat was said 
indicated sound thought, ripe culture, grace 
of mind, ease and beauty of expression, and 
there was, too, a variety and individuality 
in it all th at could hardly have been 
equaled anywhere else.

THE 
SCHOOL 
DIFFICULTY. 


E ds. R foord-U nion : The criticisms made 
on several occasions in your careful editorials 
concerning the methods employed in the 
"School Inquest” commend themselves to 
every thoughtful and candid mind. 
The con­ 
duct of this investigation by the Board of 
Education has been reprehensible in the high­ 
est degree, and they are mainly responsible 
for the indiscriminate injustice unavoidably 
resulting from the mnddle into which they 
have carelessly allowed 
themselves to be 
drawn.- If the Board were right in choking 
off further investigation, on Thursday night, 
into Mr. McDonald’s competency, in general, 
under the charges preferred by Mr. Hancock, 
and in ruling ou: testimony which every right- 
minded and unprejudiced person considered 
germane to those charges, then tiiey were 
v/rong in entertaining the charges in the first 
/instance, aud equally wrong in admitting the 
testimony previously allowed to be given un­ 
der these charges. 
If, as alleged by Mr. 
Hornblower, and argued by counsel for Mr. 
McDonald, 
the latter was 
beyond 
the 
jurisdiction 
of the 
Board on 
Thursday 
night, by reason of not being a teacher in the 
public tchools, he was equally beyond such 
jurisdiction when the investigation was first 
set on foot. 
The fact is undeniable that the 
Board of Education, in their joint capacity, 
have been astonishingly inconsistent in their 
rulings in this whole matter—first, if they 
bad no jurisdiction in the case, in allowing 
tbe inquest to begin ; and second, if they had 
jurisdiction, in refusing to aHo.v it to pro­ 
ceed. 
From this weak and vacillating oourse 
a double injustice has resulted, on the one 
hand to Mr. McDonald, from damaging testi­ 
mony admitted by the Board up to the close 
of Thursday evening and 
made 
public 
through the press, when lie was not properly 
on trial; and, on the other hand, to Mr. 
Hat cock and those he represents, on account 
of the action of the Board in abruptly ter­ 
minating tbe inquiry and choking off their 
most important 
testimony. 
Either party 
can 
justly 
claim 
to 
have 
been ill- 
treated 
by 
the 
Board. 
The 
one has 
been injured in reputation and the other 
placed in a most embarrassing position before 
the community. 
The Board of Education 
are trustees of the people, to guard the in­ 
terests of the public schools. 
To them alone 
are the teachers aud principals responsible, 
and ire fore that tribunal alone can they justly 
he arraigned. 
The action of the Board in 
endeavoring to shirk responsibility in the 
McDonald investigation, by converting the 
inquiry into a general " town meeting ” af­ 
fair, goes a great way toward proving their 
iriCO.iqjeter.cy to fill, properly and faithfully, 
the positions to which they have been chosen 
by the people. 
These sti ictures are made in 
no spirit of unfairness. 
The writer claiint to 
he as “ non-partisan ” as your correspondent 
of yesterday, aud simply desires, as a well- 
intentioned citizen, having at heart the best 
interests of our entire educational system, 
that the burden of responsibility for all this 
disturbance should he placed where it rightly 
belongs.
